To  The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors 
of  the  Borough  of  Eastleigh. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  for  your  consideration  my  first 
Annual  Report  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  in  respect  of  the 
year  1948. 

It  has  been  an  outstanding  year  in  regard  to  the  amount  of 
social  legislation  which  has  been  put  into  effect.  Dramatic  improve- 
ment in  the  health  of  the  community  cannot,  of  course,  be  expected, 
rather,  there  is  an  increased  potential  for  such  improvement.  The 
National  Health  Service  Act  wrought  certain  changes  in  the  powers 
and  functions  of  this  Authority — the  Isolation  Hospital,  which  since 
1913  has  provided  accommodation  for  local  cases  of  infectious  disease, 
became  redundant ; the  Domestic  and  Home  Help  Service  became 
embodied  in  the  County  Council  Scheme  for  Domestic  Help  ; the 
Ambulance  Service  similarly  became  incorporated  in  a County  organi- 
sation ; and  the  remaining  responsibilities  for  the  immunisation 
against  diphtheria  of  persons  over  the  age  of  five  years  also  passed 
to  the  County  Authority. 

With  regard  to  the  statistics  presented  in  the  following  pages  : 

Live  Births  were  fewer  than  last  year,  and  the  rate  of  18.42 
per  1,000  population  is  slightly  less  than  the  avera.ge  of  148  towns  of 
25,000-50,000  population  at  the  1931  Census.  This  may  represent  the 
end  of  the  post-war  boom  and  the  beginning  of  a trend  towards  a 
lower  rate. 

Mortality,  both  total  and  infant,  continued  to  decline,  the  crude 
Death  Rate  being  10.29  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  31.91. 

Infectious  Disease  was  not  prevalent  with  the  exception  of 
Measles  and  Whooping  Cough.  No  case  of  diphtheria  occurred  ; the 
immunisation  state  of  children  under  the  age  of  fourteen  is  satisfactory 
and  improving,  although  it  does  not  yet  approximate  to  the  ideal.

In  Table  “ A,”  male  and  female  deaths  have  been  allocated  to 
the  various  causes  according  to  the  Short  List  of  the  Registrar-General 
and  the  total  deaths  of  each  cause  further  analysed  into  age  groups, 
and  according  to  the  Ward  in  which  they  were  domiciled. 

Age  at  Death. 

Of  the  total  of  315  deaths  : — 

123,  i.e.,  37  per  cent,  occurred  in  persons  of  75  years  and  over. 

199,  i.e.,  63  per  cent,  occurred  in  persons  of  65  years  and  over. 

244,  i.e.,  77  per  cent,  occurred  in  persons  of  55  years  and  over. 

273,  i.e.,  87  per  cent,  occurred  in  persons  of  45  years  and  over. 

The  excess  of  deaths  in  the  male  population  over  that  in  the 
female  population  is  derived  mainly  from  the  age  groups  55-65  and 
65-75  ; the  greatest  disparity  between  male  and  female  deaths  occurred 
in  the  age  group  55-65,  in  which  male  deaths  were  more  than  twice 
that  of  females.

As  the  vast  majority  of  deaths  occurred  in  persons  over  the 
age  of  45,  so  these  causes  predominate  in  the  age  groups  over  45. 
Reference  to  Table  “ B ” shows,  however,  that  they  are  of  varying 
importance  in  relation  to  each  age  group.  Heart  Disease  takes 
increasing  toll  from  13.8  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  at  ages  45-55  to  44.8 
per  cent,  of  the  deaths  over  75,  while  Cancer  operates  in  the  opposite 
manner,  accounting  for  44.8  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  at  45-55  and 
declining  to  13  per  cent,  at  75  and  over.  The  sequence  in  heart  disease 
is  in  the  natural  order  of  things,  but  the  high  mortality  of  cancer  in 
early  middle  life  still  remains  a major  challenge.  Intra-cranial  vascular 
lesions  and  respiratory  diseases  only  assume  importance  over  the  age 
of  65. 
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Male /Female  Mortality. 

The  total  deaths  from  each  of  the  major  causes  in  the  age  groups 
over  45  are  further  broken  down  into  those  occurring  in  males  and 
females  in  Table  “ C/’  This  shows  that  the  burden  of  the  cancer 
mortality  in  the  45-55  age  group  fell  upon  the  female  population  ; 
practically  two  out  of  every  three  deaths  resulted  from  cancer.  In 
subsequent  age  groups  the  proportion  of  male  and  female  deaths  due 
to  cancer  approximate. 

In  regard  to  Heart  Disease,  the  proportion  of  male  deaths  is 
greater  than  that  of  females  in  all  the  age  groups,  but  probably  only 
appreciably  so  between  45  and  65. 

Deaths  from  Intra-cranial  vascular  lesions  over  the  age  of  65 
appear  to  be  relatively  more  frequent  in  females  than  in  males.

Infant  Mortality. 

Eighteen  children  under  the  age  of  one  year  died  in  1948.  In 
14  instances  (i.e.,  78  per  cent.)  death  was  attributable  to  prematurity, 
congenital  malformation,  birth  injury  and  diseases  peculiar  to  the  new 
born,  conditions  which  are  the  least  amenable  to  prevention  and 
treatment.  Of  the  173  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  which  have 
occurred  in  the  period  1938-47,  123  (i.e.,  71  per  cent.)  were  due  to  these 
causes. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  1948  is  31.91  per  1,000  live 
births  ; the  1947  figure  was  33.21.  The  trend  in  Infant  Mortality  in 
Eastleigh  is  illustrated  by  the  following  averages  over  five-year  periods  :

It  must  be  remembered  that  some  of  the  numbers  involved  are 
relatively  small  and  the  element  of  chance  consequently  great.  While 
they  cannot  be  made  the  basis  of  generalisation,  they  do  record  what 
happened  in  Eastleigh  in  1948. 
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SECTION  II. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
IN  THE  AREA. 

Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Local  Authority. 

Full  particulars  of  the  Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Council, 
Medical,  Sanitary  and  Clerical,  including  in  each  case  information  as 
to  their  special  diplomas  or  certificates  of  qualification  as  well  as  their 
offices  and  duties,  have  been  incorporated  on  page  4 at  the  beginning 
of  this  Report. 

The  operation  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  involved  the 
transfer  to  the  County  Council  of  the  Supervisor  of  Domestic  Help 
and  her  clerical  assistant,  with  effect  from  the  5th  July. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  facilities  previously  afforded  by  the  Public  Health  Labora- 
tory, Royal  Hampshire  County  Hospital,  Winchester,  and  the  County 
Laboratory,  The  Castle,  V/inchester,  were  continued  during  the  year, 
and  no  alteration  was  made  in  them  subsequent  to  the  appointed  day. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  undertook  as  a free  service  : — 
The  bacteriological  examination  of  pathological  material,  water, 
sewage,  milk  and  other  foodstuffs  ; serological  examinations  (other 
than  that  of  - Venereal  Disease)  ; routine  examinations  of  milk  and 
ice-cream  (phosphatase  and  methylene  blue  tests).  The  County 
Laboratory  carried  out  serological  examinations  in  connection  with 
Venereal  Disease,  chemical  tests  and  analyses,  biochemical  and  haema- 
tological  estimations. 

These  services  were  available  to  the  medical  practitioners  in  the 
area  : bacteriological  examination  of  pathological  material,  examina- 
tions in  connection  with  Venereal  Disease,  and  routine  urine  and  blood 
examinations  of  ante-natal  and  maternity  cases  were  offered  free  of 
charge  by  the  appropriate  laboratories,  while  certain  pathological 
investigations  (chemical,  biochemical  and  haematological)  were  under- 
taken by  the  County  Laboratory  at  prescribed  charges. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  existing  ambulance  service  was  maintained  under  the  same 
conditions  as  in  previous  years.  A single-berth  Infectious  Disease 
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Ambulance,  stationed  at  the  Infectious  Disease  Hospital,  was  available 
for  the  transport  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  within  the  Borough. 
A twenty-four  hour  service  for  other  types  of  cases  was  provided  in 
the  Borough  and  adjoining  districts  by  a two-  and  a four-berth  am- 
bulance and  a sitting  case  car  stationed  at  the  Town  Hall  Yard. 

It  was  therefore  possible  to  transfer  to  the  Local  Health 
Authority  on  the  5th  July  a service  adequate  to  the  needs  of  the 
Borough  and  adjacent  districts.  Administration  was  continued  by 
the  Borough  Council  on  an  agency  basis.  It  is  proposed  that  Eastleigh 
will  ultimately  be  the  centre  for  a larger  area  of  the  County,  and  that 
a Main  Depot  will  be  established  where  at  least  double  the  number  of 
ambulances  will  be  accommodated.  A new  ambulance  had  been 
allocated  to  the  area  by  the  end  of  the  year,  and  there  were  prospects 
of  receiving  another  early  in  the  New  Year. 

Domiciliary  Nursing  and  Midwifery. 

With  the  advent  of  the  National  Health  Service,  the  District 
Nursing  Associations  which  provided  services  under  this  heading 
relinquished  these  functions  to  the  Local  Health  Authority.  Day  to 
day  administration  is  now  effected  through  a District  Health  Sub- 
Committee,  on  which  are  represented,  equal  numbers,  the  Borough 
Council  and  Nursing  Associations,  together  with  representatives  of  the 
Local  Health  Authority  and  British  Medical  Association. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  nurses  and  midwives  available  were  : 

1.  Two  nurses  resident  in  Chandler’s  Ford  were  providing 

midwifery  and  general  nursing  services  in  that  area. 

2.  One  midwife  was  resident  in  and  served  the  Bishopstoke 

area. 

3.  Four  midwives  and  two  general  nurses  were  resident  and 

served  in  the  Eastleigh  wards.  The  general  nurses  were 

assisted  part-time  by  a nurse  resident  outwith  the  area. 

Having  regard  to  their  special  needs  and  to  the  desirability  of 
providing  a positive  attraction  to  such  essential  personnel,  the  Council 
accepted  in  principle  that  two  midwives  should  be  allocated  suitable 
housing  accommodation. 

No  special  arrangements  have  so  far  been  made  with  regard  to 
the  home  nursing  of  cases  of  infectious  disease. 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

The  various  clinic  facilities  available  within  the  Borough  are 
Hsted  on  page  16.  The  Ray  Therapy  Centre  for  the  administration  of 
Ultra  Violet  Light,  Radiant  Heat  and  Massage,  which  was  established 
by  the  Eastleigh  and  Bishopstoke  Nursing  Association,  was  adopted 
by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  as  an  extension  of  the  Physiotherapy 
Department  of  the  Royal  Hampshire  County  Hospital,  Winchester. 
It  is  proposed  to  extend  the  facilities  available  so  as  to  embrace  all 
those  pertaining  to  the  Physiotherapy  Department  of  a hospital.

Domestic  and  Home  Help  Service. 

On  the  5th  July  the  Domestic  and  Home  Help  Scheme,  in- 
augurated in  May,  1945,  by  the  Borough  Council,  became  embodied 
in  the  County  Council  Scheme  under  Section  29  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act  approved  by  the  Minister.  Under  this  scheme  the  Super- 
visor became  the  District  Organiser  of  an  enlarged  area,  embracing 
Romsey  Municipal  Borough  *and  parts  of  the  Winchester  Rural  and 
Romsey  and  Stockbridge  Rural  Districts.  The  day  to  day  adminis- 
tration of  the  scheme  as  it  affected  Eastleigh  remained  with  the  Health 
Committee  of  the  Borough  Council. 

During  1948  an  average  of  90  cases  per  month  were  assisted. 
In  the  course  of  the  year  full-time  help  was  supplied  in  35  instances, 
of  whom  the  majority  were  maternity  cases. 

The  total  wages  paid  to  domestic  workers  amounted  to 
£4,307  7s.  7d.,  while  the  total  fees  collected  were  £1,499  3^-  2d.,  that 
is  to  say,  34.75  per  cent,  of  the  total  cost  (exclusive  of  administration 
expenses). 

Of  the  total  number  assisted  : — 

41.6  per  cent,  paid  the  full  cost  of  the  help  given. 

34.2  per  cent,  paid  part  of  the  cost ; while 

24.2  per  cent,  were  not  required  to  contribute  to  the  cost.

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Hospitals. 

General. — General  medical  and  surgical  hospital  services  have 
in  the  past  been  rendered  by  the  Royal  Hampshire  County  Hospital, 
Winchester,  and  the  Royal  South  Hants  Hospital,  Southampton. 

Special. — The  Southampton  Children’s  Hospital  and  the  Free 
Eye  Hospital  have  catered  for  a portion  of  the  cases  from  this  area. 

Sanatoria. — The  former  County  Council  Sanatorium  accommo- 
dation for  female  cases  and  children  at  Chandler's  Ford  and  for  male 
cases  at  Bishopstoke  has  been  continued  under  Regional  Hospital 
Board  Administration. 

Isolation. — The  Borough  Isolation  Hospital  at  Fryern  Hill, 
Chandler’s  Ford,  which  was  opened  in  1913,  ceased  to  be  operative 
on  July  5th.  From  that  date  cases  requiring  hospitalisation  have  in 
the  main  been  accommodated  at  the  Victoria  Isolation  Hospital, 
Winchester,  and  the  Isolation  Hospital,  Southampton.  Special  arrange- 
ments were  continued  in  respect  of  cases  of  Poliomyelitis,  children  being 
admitted  to  the  Lord  Mayor  Treloar’s  Hospital,  Alton,  and  adults  to 
the  Isolation  Hospital,  Southampton. 

Since  July  all  patients  requiring  hospitalisation  of  any  description 
have  been  placed  by  the  Group  Emergency  Bed  Bureau,  Winchester  ; 
in  a minority  of  cases  this  has  been  further  afield  than  Southampton 
or  Winchester. 

Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes. 

Hospital  Service. — Rookwood  Maternity  Home,  Allbrook,  was 
opened  in  February,  1948,  as  part  of  the  County  Council  Maternity 
Services.  Its  purpose  was  to  provide  Nursing  Home  accommodation 
for  midwives’  cases  where  the  domiciliary  conditions  were  such  that 
it  was  undesirable  to  conduct  the  case  at  home.  The  area  served 
included  the  Borough  and  surrounding  districts,  and  a charge  was 
made  having  regard  to  the  individual  financial  circumstances.  Since 
its  transfer  to  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  in  July  there  has  been, 
for  all  practical  purposes,  no  change  in  the  service  provided.  It  is 
regrettable  that  owing  to  lack  of  stafi  accommodation  and  consequently 
of  staff,  it  has  been  possible  to  utilise  less  than  half  of  the  potential 
bed  capacity  of  the  houie. 

Private, — There  are  two  homes  registered  under  the  Acts  within 
the  Borough.  Accommodation  of  two  maternity  cases  is  authorised  in 
one  of  them,  but  the  trend  has  been  for  the  bulk  of  the  patients  to 
consist  of  old  people. 

Day  Nursery. 

The  Day  Nursery  at  Tankerville  House,  Romsey  Road,  which 
was  opened  in  1942,  continued  in  operation  during  the  year.  Its  future 
has  at  times  seemed  uncertain,  but  it  was  determined  in  the  course  of 
the  year  that  its  facilities  would  continue  to  be  available.  The  Borough 
Council  has  been  responsible  for  the  general  control  and  management 
of  the  Nursery  since  its  establishment. 
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The  conditions  of  admission  remain  the  same.  Children  are 
admitted  to  the  Nursery  in  the  following  order  of  preference  : — 

(1)  Children  whose  mothers  are  obliged  to  work. 

(2)  Children  whose  mothers  are  ill  or  unable  for  some 
special  reason  to  care  for  them  themselves. 

(3)  Overcrowded  home  conditions. 

(4)  Children  suffering  from  some  disability  who  have  been 
especially  recommended. 

If  any  children  are  admitted  who  do  not  come  within 
the  above  groups,  it  is  on  the  understanding  that  the  child 
will  have  to  be  withdrawn  if  the  place  is  required  by  another 
child  with  a definite  reason  for  admission. 

Children  of  eighteen  months  to  five  years  are  cared  for  from  8 a.m. 
to  6 p.m.  Mondays  to  Fridays,  and  8 a.m.  to  i p.m.  on  Saturdays. 
Mid-moming  milk,  cod  liver  oil,  lunch  and  tea  are  provided  at  a charge 
of  one  shilling  per  day. 

The  children  are  medically  examined  on  entry  and  yearly 
thereafter. 

Mortuary. 

Limited  Mortuary  accommodation  is  available  in  the  outbuildings 
at  the  Town  Hall. 


Byelaws. 


Under  the  Borough  of  Eastleigh  Scheme,  1936,  it  was  enacted, 
inter  alia,  that  all  Byelaws  made  before  ist  January,  1933,  ceased  to 
be  in  force  on  the  expiry  of  two  years  from  9th  November,  1936,  unless 
previously  repealed  or  altered.  Accordingly  the  following  Byelaws 
were  in  operation  in  the  Borough  on  31st  December,  1948  : —

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1948  and  th& 
Eleventh  as  your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  work  of  the  Sanitary  Department  comprises  Sections  III, 
IV  and  V of  this  Report,  dealing  with  the  Sanitary  Circumstances  of 
the  District,  Housing  and  the  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 
respectively. 

Our  efforts  to  obtain  a piped  supply  of  main  water  to  every 
house  in  the  Borough  have  been  continued,  and  satisfactory  progress 
has  been  made  in  obtaining  the  necessary  materials.  Plans  for  draining 
some  of  the  outlying  portions  of  the  area  also  received  further  con- 
sideration, and  the  systematic  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  in  the 
Borough,  block  by  block,  is  rapidly  nearing  completion. 

As  in  former  years,  materials  essential  to  housing  work  were 
largely  employed  by  the  Department  in  creating  further  accommodation 
by  the  reconditioning  of  requisitioned  premises  and  the  adaptation  of 
hutted  camps. 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  during  the  year  was  23,203, 
which  is  an  increase  on  18,941,  the  number  slaughtered  in  the  district 
during  1947.  The  main  increase  was  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  there 
are  signs  that  the  increased  killings  will  continue.

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{a)  Water. 

Eastleigh  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  Southampton  Corpora- 
tion Waterworks,  and  I am  indebted  to  Mr.  J.  Hawksley,  B.Sc., 
M.Inst.C.E.  (Waterworks  Engineer  and  Manager)  for  the  following 
information  : — 

(i)  The  water  supply  to  the  Borough  of  Eastleigh  during  the 

year  1948  has  been  satisfactory  (a)  in  quantity  and  {b) 
in  quality. 

(ii)  Regular  bacteriological  examinations  are  made  of  all  water 

supplied  by  the  Southampton  Corporation. 

All  water  from  the  Corporation’s  sources  of  supply  is  treated 
before  distribution. 

The  supply  to  the  Borough  of  Eastleigh  may  be  afforded 
from  any  one  or  more  of  the  three  following  sources  : — 
Wells  in  the  chalk  at  Otterbourne. 

Wells  in  the  chalk  at  Twyford. 

River  Itchen  at  Otterbourne. 

After  treatment  the  waters  from  the  above  three  sources 
are  pumped,  as  required,  to  the  various  areas  supplied, 
and  separate  zones  of  supply  for  the  distribution  of  the 
water  from  each  source  are  not  maintained.  Samples  of 
the  treated  water  for  bacteriological  examination  are 
taken  at  various  points,  and  the  three  following  groups 
of  samples  are  submitted  as  covering  the  whole  of  the 
supply  to  Eastleigh,  which  must  pass  through  one  or 
other  of  the  following  service  reservoirs  : —

The  water  supplied  in  the  Borough  of  Eastleigh  is  free  from 
plumbo-solvent  action. 

All  the  water  supplied  in  the  Borough  of  Eastleigh  is  softened 
by  means  of  the  lime  process  and  sterilised  by  means  of 
the  “ Chloramine  " treatment  (chlorine  and  ammonia) 
before  distribution,  and  the  water  supplied  from  the 
River  Itchen  is  subjected,  in  addition,  to  a process  of 
sedimentation  (with  the  addition  of  sulphate  of  alumina) 
followed  by  filtration  through  rapid  gravity  sand  filters. 

The  total  number  of  dwelling-houses  in  the  Borough  of 
Eastleigh  supplied  from  public  water  mains  is  (a)  7,839 
direct  to  the  houses  and  (h)  none  by  stand-pipe.

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Water  Supply. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  1947  all  inhabited  properties  within  the 
Borough  were  provided  with  a supply  of  main  water  with  the  exception 
of  one  farm  at  Hiltingbury,  a farm  cottage  at  Ram  Alley,  three  cottages 
in  Boyatt  and  twelve  farm  cottages  at  North  Stoneham. 

The  farm  in  question  was  supplied  by  a spring,  the  farmhouse 
being  supplied  by  a well.  Samples  taken  from  the  well  in  1946  had 
shown  that  the  water  drawn  from  the  well  was  unfit  for  domestic 
purposes,  the  County  Analyst  reporting  upon  it  as  ‘‘  polluted  and 
unsatisfactory  for  drinking  purposes  in  its  present  condition.”  The 
m.atter  was  taken  up  with  the  owners,  who,  after  consultation  with  the 
Waterworks  Engineer,  prepared  a scheme  to  connect  up  the  house, 
buildings  and  pasture  to  the  Southampton  Corporation  water  main. 
This  scheme  was  submitted  to  the  Hampshire  Agricultural  Executive 
Committee,  which  in  June,  1947,  informed  the  tenant  that  there  v/ould 
be  a minimum  delay  of  nine  months  in  obtaining  the  materials  after 
the  permits  had  been  obtained  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries.  The  permits  were  obtained  on  the  29th  September,  1947, 
but  no  progress  was  made,  and  on  the  30th  March,  1948,  the  Builders' 
Merchants  asked  for  further  authorisations  for  materials.  The  matter 
was  taken  up  with  the  Water  Supply  Officer  of  the  x\gricultural 
Executive  Committee  and  the  required  materials  were  eventually 
obtained,  the  work  of  connecting  the  farm  to  the  water  main  being 
completed  in  October,  1948. 

The  twelve  farm  cottages  at  North  Stoneham  were  supplied 
by  four  wells,  samples  from  all  of  which  were  taken  and  sent  to  the 
County  Analyst  in  1946.  All  four  were  reported  on  by  the  County 
Analyst  as  polluted  and  unsatisfactory  for  drinking  purposes.  These 
cottages  were  all  |under  the  same  ownership,  and  the  question  of 
providing  them  with  ai  supply  of  wholesome  water  was  taken  up 
with  the  agents.  Eventually,  Statutory  Notices  to  secure  a supply  of 
wholesome  water  for  these  cottages  were  served  upon  the  agents,  who 
subsequently  requested  the  Council  to  carry  out,  on  their  behalf,  the 
work  required  by  the  notices.  This  was  put  in  hand,  and  tenders  for 
the  work  were  obtained  in  June,  1947.  By  the  end  of  1947  the  Builder 
was  still  unable  to  obtain  any  materials  and  the  matter  was  then  taken 
up  with  the  Ministry  of  Health.  On  the  24th  of  April,  1948,  an  authori- 
sation for  the  necessary  steel  tubing  was  received  from  the  Ministry. 
This  tubing  was  obtained  by  the  Builder  in  the  first  week  of  September, 
1948,  the  work  was  put  in  hand  in  October,  and  was  still  in  progress  at 
the  end  of  the  year. 

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  in  respect  of  the  remaining 
four  cottages  at  Ram  Alley  and  Boyatt,  which  still  obtained  their 
water  supply  from  two  wells. 

(6)  Drainage  and  Sewage. 

The  drainage  system  of  the  district  is  of  the  ‘‘  Partly  Combined  ” 
and  Separate  Systems,  and  the  whole  of  the  Borough  is  sewered  with 
the  exception  of  the  village  of  “ Middle  ” and  small  areas  of  “ Boyatt,” 
“ Chandler’s  Ford  ” and  “ Stoke  Common.” 
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During  March,  1947,  following  instructions  from  the  Public 
Health  Committee,  the  undrained  portion  of  the  village  of  Stoke 
Common  was  surveyed  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  when  it  was 
found  that  seventy-six  properties,  spaced  out  in  blocks  along  both 
sides  of  Church  Road  and  Stoke  Common  Road,  were  without  main 
drainage.  Of  this  number,  ten  of  the  houses  had  waterclosets  and 
cesspits,  the  remaining  sixty-six  using  the  conservancy  system. 

The  drainage  of  these  houses  was  discussed  by  the  Committee 
during  April,  1947,  when  various  sewerage  schemes,  designed  to  improve 
the  condition  of  these  houses,  were  considered.  Eventually,  it  was 
decided  to  approach  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  permission  to  prepare 
a scheme  for  draining  the  district  partly  by  a combined  drain,  to  be 
provided  by  the  Council  at  the  expense  of  the  owners  of  the  houses 
to  be  served  by  such  a drain,  and  a public  sewer,  to  be  laid  at  the 
expense  of  the  Council.  The  Ministry  of  Health  authorised  the 
preparation  of  the  scheme,  which  was  to  be  submitted  for  their  con- 
sideration, and  in  November,  1947,  the  Borough  Engineer  reported 
that  plans,  specifications  and  bills  of  quantities,  had  been  prepared 
and  that  the  scheme  was  ready  for  advertising  for  tenders.  Owing 
to  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  pumping  equipment  for  the  scheme,  it 
was  suggested  that  provided  the  Ministry  of  Health  agreed,  that  a 
pump  sump  be  constructed  and  used  as  a large  cesspool,  which  was 
to  be  emptied  daily  by  the  cesspool  emptier. 

This  report  was  discussed  by  the  Committee,  after  which  the 
Borough  Engineer  was  instructed  to  advertise  for  tenders,  which  were 
received  and  discussed  by  the  Committee  in  March,  1948. 

In  July,  1948,  the  Committee  considered  a comprehensive  joint 
report  from  the  Town  Clerk,  Borough  Engineer  and  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector,  upon  the  scheme,  when  it  became  apparent  that  the  Council 
and  the  owner  under  this  scheme  would  be  called  upon  to  spend  a 
sum  on  each  house  which  was  probably  more  than  many  of  the  older 
cottages  were  worth. 

After  some  discussion,  it  was  agreed  that  the  owners  of  the 
properties  affected  by  the  proposed  scheme  be  invited  to  meet  the 
Committee  to  discuss  and  submit  their  views  on  the  scheme  before 
any  further  steps  be  taken,  and  the  matter  is  now  in  abeyance.

(c)  Rivers  and  Streams. 

Two  complaints  were  received  during  the  year.  One  was  regard- 
ing the  dumping  of  dead  animals  in  Monks  Brook  at  Chandler’s  Ford, 
and  upon  investigation  two  rabbits  carcases  were  found  to  have  been 
thrown  in  the  streapi.  These  were  removed  from  the  stream  and 
disposed  of  at  the  Corporation  Tip,  after  which  no  further  complaints 
were  received. 
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The  second  complaint  was  in  respect  of  the  effluent  in  the  filter 
bed  of  the  small  sewage  disposal  plant  at  Camp  C.17,  which  was  dealt 
with  by  the  Public  Health  Department. 

(d)  Closet  Accommodation. 

The  greater  part  of  the  closet  accommodation  in  the  district  is 
on  the  water  carriage  system,  except  in  the  outlying  areas,  where  there 
are  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  houses  still  using  the  conservancy 
system.

(e)  Public  Cleansing. 


There  has  been  no  change  during  the  year  in  the  method  of 
scavenging.  Dry  house  refuse  is  removed  weekly  in  mechanical  vehicles 
and  disposed  of  by  tipping  at  a worked-out  sand  pit  at  Fair  Oak. 

The  contents  of  pail  closets  are  collected  in  a tumbler  cart  and 
disposed  of  at  the  Sewage  Farm  for  filtration. 

The  contents  of  cesspools  are  collected  by  a mechanical  cesspool 
emptier  and  disposed  of  at  the  Sewage  Farm  or  in  a sewer. 

No  complaints  in  respect  of  the  refuse  tip  were  received  during 
the  year. 

The  Assistant  Rodent  Officer  continued  to  treat  the  tip  for  rats, 
three  treatments  being  carried  out  during  the  year.  The  first  treatment 
was  given  between  the  12th  and  the  15th  April,  when  it  was  estimated 
that  25  rats  were  killed.  The  second  treatment  was  carried  out  between 
the  30th  August  and  2nd  September,  and  resulted  in  an  estimated  kill 
of  20.  The  third  treatment  was  carried  out  between  the  15th  and  the 
i8th  November,  when  it  was  estimated  that  25  rats  were  killed.

{k)  Shops. 

During  1948,  73  visits  were  paid  to  shops.  No  informal  notices 
were  served  and  none  were  complied  with. 

(/)  Smoke  Abatement. 

Two  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  regarding  smoke 
nuisances. 

One  was  in  respect  of  fumes  and  sparks  emitted  at  a foundry 
at  Bishopstoke.  The  foundry  comprises  of  a collection  of  buildings 
adapted  for  its  present  user,  and  is  situated  at  the  rear  of  some  villa 
residences. 

Coke  is  the  fuel  used,  and  the  prevailing  winds  carry  the  grit 
and  sulphur  fumes  away  from  the  house's  across  the  fields  behind,  and 
the  periodical  complaints  received  in  the  Department  are  due  to  sudden 
changes  in  the  direction  of  the  wind. 
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The  owner  of  the  foundry  has  constructed  new  premises  at 
Fareham,  and  it  was  hoped  that  the  premises  at  Bishopstoke  would 
no  longer  be  used  as  a foundry.  If,  however,  the  premises  at  Bishop- 
stoke are  to  be  retained  in  use,  the  condition  of  these  works  will  have 
to  be  taken  up  with  the  owner. 

The  other  complaint  received  was  in  respect  of  grit  emission 
from  a large  cable  works.  This  was  taken  up  with  the  Management 
of  the  Factory  and  the  nuisance  was  abated. 

(m)  Rats  and  Mice. 

The  systematic  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  in  the  Borough 
under  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries’  Private  Dwellings 
Special  Scheme  was  continued  throughout  the  year  block  by  block. 
This  method  of  treatment  has  proved  highly  successful  and  quite  large 
infestations  have  been  cleared  at  the  first  treatment. 

During  the  treatment  of  the  blocks  of  houses,  all  the  business 
and  commercial  premises  in  each  block  were  test-baited,  and  if  rats 
were  found  a charge  for  the  treatment  was  made. 

The  annual  test  baiting  of  the  sewers  was  started  on  the  22nd 
November,  1948.  As  in  previous  years,  it  had  been  found  that  parts 
of  the  sewer  system  were  liable  to  flooding,  it  was  decided  to  omit  these 
manholes  and  substitute  others  in  their  place,  also  to  take  tests  in  the 
Fair  Oak  area  in  addition  to  Eastleigh  and  Bishopstoke.  The  check 
of  the  pre-baiting  was  made  on  the  23rd  November,  1948,  when  it 
was  found  that  one  manhole,  situated  in  Twyford  Road,  showed  a 
" complete  take  ” of  the  bait  laid,  and  other  signs  were  also  visible 
that  rats  were  infesting  this  section  of  the  sewer.  It  was  therefore 
decided  to  treat  the  whole  of  this  section  comprising  sixteen  manholes. 
This  treatment  was  started  on  the  6th  December,  1948,  and  was  com- 
pleted on  the  loth  December,  1948.  The  manholes  were  pre-baited 
with  2-oz.  damp  sausage  rusk,  and  it  was  soon  ascertained  that  only 
three  manholes  were  affected  by  the  infestation.  These  manholes  were 
poison-baited  with  Zinc  Phosphide  and  6-oz.  was  laid  in  each,  and 
of  this  amount  approximately  7-oz.  was  eaten  by  the  rats.  Since  this 
treatment  there  have  been  no  further  signs  of  infestation. 

During  the  3^ear  under  review,  a complaint  was  received  from 
the  N.A.A.F.I.  Canteen,  Hiltingbury  Camp,  Hiltingbury  Road, 
Chandler’s  Ford,  which  at  that  time  was  in  the  hands  of  the  Military 
Authorities,  and  although  the  Canteen  Proprietors  were  willing  to  meet 
the  cost  of  disinfestation,  it  was  obvious  that  a complete  cure  could 
not  be  assured  as  a part  of  the  Camp  was  also  infested. 

The  Camp  Commandant  was  interviewed,  and  he  stated  that, 
although  he  could  not  authorise  the  Council  to  do  the  work,  he  Would 
notify  the  Army  Authorities  and  get  them  to  treat  the  remainder  of 
the  Camp  at  the  same  time  as  the  Council’s  treatment  of  the  Canteen. 
The  treatment  was  carried  out  simultaneously,  and  a post-bait  a week 
after  showed  that  none  of  the  rats  had  survived.  This  is  a typical 
case  where  co-operation  between  the  Local  iVuthority  and  other  bodies 
can  achieve  the  desired  results.

During  the  course  of  the  year  contact  was  maintained  with  the 
Hants  Agricultural  Executive  Committee  and  the  Winchester  Rural 
District  Council,  and  work  was  planned  to  ensure  that  the  maximum 
amount  of  co-operation  was  achieved. 

A source  of  infestation  was  discovered  in  the  shopping  centre, 
and  it  was  found  that  a large  number  of  drains  were  infested,  this 
being  chiefly  due  to  the  fact  that  some  of  the  interceptor  chambers 
were  without  rodding  eye  stoppers.  The  owners  of  the  properties 
concerned  were  interviewed,  and  they  all  agreed  to  pay  the  cost  of 
having  the  rodding  eye  stoppers  replaced.  This  work  v/as  done  by 
the  Borough  Engineer’s  Department  after  the  treatment  of  the  drains 
had  been  completed. 

A meeting  of  the  Planning  and  Advisory  Committee  was  held 
in  Southampton  on  the  i6th  March,  1948,  and  was  attended  by 
representatives  of  the  Hants  Agricultural  Executive  Committee, 
Southampton  Borough  Council,  Winchester  City,  Eastleigh  Borough 
Council,  Winchester  Rural  District  Council,  Romsey  and  Stockbridge 
Rural  District  Council.  The  Divisional  Rodent  Officer  and  his  Deputy 
also  attended  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 
The  discussion  chiefly  centred  on  the  financial  aspects  of  the  grants 
to  be  made  to  the  local  authorities,  and  the  replies  of  the  Divisional 
Rodent  Officer  cleared  up  a lot  of  misunderstanding  on  this  matter. 

An  instructional  course  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  at  Southampton  on  the  12th  and  13th 
May,  1948,  was  attended  by  the  operators  then  engaged  on  Rodent 
Destruction,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  knowledge  gained  was 
most  useful. 

A one-day  advanced  course  on  Rodent  control  and  Rat-borne 
diseases  was  held  at  Southampton  on  the  26th  November,  1948,  and 
this  was  attended  by  the  Assistant  Rodent  Officer  and  the  three 
Rodent  Operators. 

It  is  a matter  of  interest  to  note  that  during  1946-47  a large 
number  of  complaints  were  received  from  one  residential  area  of  rats 
invading  the  gardens  and  chicken  runs,  and  in  several  cases  the  houses 
themselves.  It  was  soon  apparent  that  this  was  due  to  a large  timber 
yard,  the  owners  of  which  stated  that  they  were  serviced  by  a private 
Pest  Control  Firm,  but  as  they  were  not  satisfied  with  the  results 
obtained,  asked  the  Public  Health  Department  to  undertake  the  work. 
This  the  Department  did,  and  I am  now  able  to  state  that  there  has 
been  only  one  complaint  from  the  area  since,  and  this  was  quickly 
dealt  with. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  contact  was  made  with  the  Railway 
with  the  object  of  arranging  for  the  disinfestation  of  the  railway  pro- 
perty, and  this  matter  was  well  under  discussion  at  the  end  of  the  year.

{n)  Camping  Sites. 

Eleven  applications  for  licences  to  use  caravans  as  temporary 
dwellings  were  received  during  the  year. 

Six  applications  were  for  the  renewal  of  existing  licences,  the 
remaining  five  being  new  applications.  Three  other  licences  which 
expired  in  1948  were  not  renewed  as  the  sites  ceased  to  be  occupied 
for  camping  purposes. 

In  all  cases  licences  were  issued  for  a period  of  one  year,  as  the 
site  and  construction  and  amenities  of  the  caravans  proved  satisfactory. 

Two  complaints  in  respect  of  caravans  used  for  human  habitation 
were  received  during  the  year.

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(0)  Bathing  Pools. 

An  open-air  bathing  pool  has  been  provided  by  the  Council  for 
the  use  of  the  public.  The  site  lies  betv/een  two  tributaries  of  the 
River  Itchen,  the  bed  of  the  one  on  the  west,  a mill  stream,  being 
seven  feet  higher  than  the  one  on  the  east,  so  that  a continuous  flow 
of  water  is  maintained  throughout  the  pool.

Analyst  by  the  Borough  Engineer’s  Department.

The  trades  of  blood  and  fat  extracting  are  established  on  the 
premises  of  Messrs.  Harris  (Eastleigh),  Ltd.  (previously  known  as 
The  Four  Counties’  Bacon  Company  (1927),  Ltd.),  and  are  carried  on 
ancillary  to  the  trade  of  bacon  curing.  The  factory  is  a modern  one 
and  regularly  inspected  by  the  Meat  and  Food  Inspector.  The  work 
is  carried  on  without  nuisance,  and  no  complaints  have  been  received. 

(r)  Common  Lodging  Houses.

HOUSING. 

Report  by  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Two  hundred  and  seventy-six  complaints  in  respect  of  housing 
defects  and  dampness  were  received  in  the  Department  during  the 
year  1948,  as  compared  with  three  hundred  and  nineteen  in  1947. 
All  these  complaints  were  investigated  by  the  Sanitary  Officers,  but, 
as  in  former  years,  it  was  not  found  possible  to  obtain  any  extensive 
repairs  to  working  class  dwellings,  and  major  defects  only  were  dealt 
with  primarily  to  maintain  the  houses  in  a weathertight  condition. 

Available  materials  and  labour  essential  to  the  repair  of  defects 
found  in  existing  houses  were  largely  employed  in  the  further  repair 
of  war  damage,  and  for  the  first  six  months  of  the  year  the  guidance 
of  all  building  materials  and  labour  to  where  they  were  most  needed 
and  ensuring  that  only  essential  v/ork  was  carried  out  continued  to  be 
an  important  duty  of  the  Department. 

This  included  the  reconditioning,  maintenance  and  repair  of 
requisitioned  premises  which  was  continued  throughout  the  year,  the 
number  of  families  now  accommodated  in  these  premises  being  thirty- 
seven. 

A further  activity  of  the  Department  during  the  year  under 
review,  which  increased  the  housing  accommodation  in  the  Borough, 
was  the  adaptation  of  huts  in  redundant  Military  Camps!  Much  of 
this  work  was  carried  out  with  substitute  materials  suitable  for  this 
type  of  work,  but  which  did  not  affect  the  new  housing  building 
programme.

Housing  Repairs. 

The  Census  return  for  the  year  1831  showed  the  number  of 
inhabited  houses  in  the  Ty thing  of  Eastley  to  be  eleven.  By  the  year 
1851  this  number  had  grown  to  thirty-two  and  in  1871  it  was  ninety- 
nine. 

In  the  year  1891,  owing  to  the  removal  of  the  Railway  Carriage 
Works  from  Nine  Elms  to  Eastleigh,  the  number  of  houses  had 
increased  to  five  hundred  and  in  1919  it  reached  three  thousand  two 
hundred  and  fifteen. 

Of  the  original  eleven  houses,  two  only  remain,  but  additional 
pre-1919  houses  have  been  added  to  the  Borough  by  the  extension  of 
the  Borough  boundaries.  From  data  obtained  during  a survey  of  the 
district  carried  out  in  1944  it  is  estimated  that  the  number  of  pre-1919 
working  class  dwellings  within  the  Borough  is  approximately  three 
thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty,  and  it  is  these  houses  which  con- 
stitute the  housing  repair  problem  of  the  Borough. 

In  1939  these  houses  were  being  inspected  and  recorded  under 
the  Consolidated  Housing  Regulations  at  a rate  of  220  a year,  but 
this  has  not  been  possible  during  the  year  1948,  details  of  the  housing 
repairs  carried  out  during  this  year  being  as  shown  in  the  following 
table  : —

Eequisitioned  Premises. 

A fair  amouPit  of  the  housing  work  carried  out  in  the  Department 
during  the  year  1948  was  concerned  with  the  adaptation  and  mainten- 
ance of  requisitioned  properties,  the  number  of  visits  made  for  this 
purpose  being  two  hundred  and  ninety-nine. 

No  further  premises  were  requisitioned  by  the  Council  to  rehouse 
homeless  persons  during  the  year  1948,  but  the  adaptation  of  one 
house,  requisitioned  by  the  Town  Clerk  in  1947,  was  finally  completed 
in  the  early  part  of  the  3^ear,  bringing  the  total  number  of  premises 
requisitioned  and  still  retained  by  the  Council  up  to  eighteen. 

The  total  additional  accommodation  provided,  together  with 
the  cost  of  the  works  carried  out  in  respect  of  requisitioned  premises 
including  m.aintenance  and  repair  up  to  the  31st  December,  1948,  is 
as  follows  : —

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Hutted  Encampments. 

As  stated  in  my  report  for  the  year  1947,  a redundant  Military 
Camp  at  Chickenhall  was  taken  over  by  Squatters  in  1946.  The  five 
huts  occupied  in  this  Camp  are  fairly  substantial  buildings  constructed 
of  pre-cast  concrete  slabs  and  bricks  and  are  in  a fair  condition.  The 
Camp  is  sewered  and  provided  with  main  water  supply  and  connected 
to  the  main  electricity  supply  via  the  British  Railway  Works  which 
adjoins  the  Camp. 

During  the  j^ear  1948,  following  approval  received  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health  in  1947,  certain  adaptations  were  carried  out  to 
the  huts,  including,  where  necessary,  the  erection  of  partitions  to 
provide  living  and  sleeping  accommodation,  sinks,  water  supply,  closet 
accommodation,  cooking  facilities  and  electric  lighting. 

Some  difficulty  was  experienced  in  obtaining  the  necessary 
D.C.  prepayment  slot  meters  for  the  electrical  system,  but  these  were 
eventually  obtained  and  installed  during  the  year. 

Camp  C.17,  Chestnut  Avenue,  North  Stoneham. 

This  Camp,  which  is  comprised  of  41  Nissen  huts,  five  portable 
wooden  huts  and  one  long  building  formerly  used  as  a recreation  room 
and  built  of  concrete  blocks,  was  taken  over  from  the  Military 
Authorities  in  April,  1947. 

The  huts  were  in  a fairly  good  condition,  twenty-eight  of  them 
were  situated  sufficiently  near  the  existing  drainage  system  to  enable 
them  to  be  connected  to  the  water  carriage  system  and  the  remainder 
could  be  provided  with  pail  closets. 

During  the  year  1948,  following  approval  received  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health  in  1947,  certain  adaptations  were  carried  out  to 
the  huts,  including  where  necessary  the  erection  of  partitions  to  provide 
living  and  sleeping  accommodation,  sinks,  water  supply,  closet  accom- 
modation, cooking  facilities  and  electric  lighting,  the  whole  of  the  work 
being  completed  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

Camp  C.27,  Chestnut  Avenue,  North  Stoneham. 

During  the  early  part  of  1947  the  above  Camp  was  also  made 
available  to  the  Local  Authority  for  housing  homeless  persons.  This 
Camp  comprised  of  twelve  American  Nissen  huts,  all  of  which  were 
in  good  condition  and  one  wooden  hut  with  corrugated  iron  roof. 

No  main  drainage  facilities  existed  at  this  Camp  and  the  con- 
servancy system  was  adopted  for  the  huts.  Here  again,  following 
approval  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Health,  certain  adaptations 
were  carried  out  to  the  huts  to  provide  facilities  similar  to  those  in 
the  other  two  Camps.  The  whole  of  the  works  had  been  completed 
early  in  the  year,  and  the  occupiers  of  the  seven  huts  in  Dutton  Lane 
Camp,  together  with  other  homeless  families,  were  rehoused  here. 

No.  72  Transit  Camp,  Hiltingfeury,  Chandler’s  Ford. 

In  March,  1948,  thirty-eight  huts  at  the  above  Camp  were 
handed  over  to  the  Local  Authoritj^  for  adaptation  for  housing  pur- 
poses. These  huts  were  constructed  of  concrete  blocks  and  asbestos 
similar  in  design  to  the  Nissen  hut  and  were  in  very  good  condition. 
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Tenders  for  the  adaptation  of  these  huts  were  obtained  from 
two  builders  to  adapt  these  huts  on  lines  similar  to  those  in  other 
Camps,  each  hut  being  provided  with  living  and  sleeping  accommoda- 
tion, main  water  supply,  sink,  closet  accommodation,  food  storage 
accommodation,  cooking  facilities  and  electric  light.  The  whole  of  the 
work  being  completed  b}^  the  end  of  the  year.

The  twelve  houses  found  to  be  verminous  were  infested  with 
bugs  and  were  all  privately  owned. 

All  twelve  houses  were  treated  with  Zaldecide,  four  being  given 
four  treatments,  three  being  given  three  treatments,  three  being  given 
two  treatments  and  two  being  given  one  treatment.  All  the  houses 
appeared  to  be  free  from  vermin  at  the  end  of  the  year.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Report  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

I am  indebted  to  H.  F.  Dawe,  M.R.  San.L,  A.M.I.S.E,,  the 
Borough  Meat  and  Food  Inspector,  for  the  following  report  on  the  work 
done  under  this  Section  for  the  year  1948. 

(A.)  MILK  SUPPLY. 

(1)  Cowsheds,  Dairies  and  Milkshops. 

The  following  is  a summary  of  the  milk  supply  and  distribution 
in  the  district  on  the  31st  December,  1948.  The  whole  of  the  milk 
retailed  is  either  Pasteurised  or  Heat  Treated  at  two  large  dairies,  and, 
in  addition,  raw  Tuberculin  Tested  (Certified)  Milk,  which  is  received 
already  bottled,  is  supplied  according  to  public  demand.  The  dis- 
tributive side  is  still  concentrated  in  the  two  largest  firms,  but  29 
retail  purveyors,  21  of  whom  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  bottled  milk 
only,  are  also  retained  on  the  Register. 

The  number  of  persons  registered  as  cowkeepers  was  26,  the 
only  changes  occurring  since  1947  being  two  changes  of  occupancy. 
A main  water  supply  was  provided  to  the  farm  mentioned  in  my 
earlier  reports,  and  this  completed  the  provision  of  main  water  supply 
to  all  of  the  dairy  farms  within  the  district.  During  the  year  there 
was  an  innovation  at  one  of  the  small  farms  in  the  form  of  fixed 
“ milking  bail  ” building  complete  with  dairy.  This  represents  an  ideal 
system  in  connection  with  mechanical  milking,  two  cows  being  milked 
at  a time  with  the  unit  only  in  use  at  the  time  of  milking.  The  cows 
remain  out  of  doors  for  the  whole  of  the  year,  and  in  Southern  England 
this  is  possible,  the  animals  apparently  not  suffering  any  ill  effect.  A 
licence  to  produce  “ Tuberculin  Tested  " milk  was  issued  by  the  County 
Council  to  this  producer.  On  one  of  the  farms  where  a change  in 
occupancy  occurred,  an  existing  building  was  converted  into  a cowshed 
to  replace  a cowshed  in  need  of  repair.  Tentative  plans  were  made 
for  a major  reconstruction  of  another  cowshed  and  dairy,  but  the  work 
was  not  started  during  the  year.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were 
eight  producers  with  mechanical  milking  units  compared  with  last  year’s 


figure  of  four.

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(2)  Milk  Licences. 

The  following  licences  were  granted  under  the  Milk  (Special 
Designations)  Regulations,  1936-1948.  The  number  of  producers  of 
Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  was  increased  by  two,  one  of  these  being 
previously  on  the  roll  of  Accredited  producers.

Accredited  milk,  as  such,  is  not  sold  within  the  Borough,  but 
the  consumer  has  a choice  of  the  following  : — Tuberculin  Tested 
(Certified)  milk,  Pasteurised  milk.  Heat  Treated  milk,  including 
Sterilised  Milk. 

Both  of  the  dairies  in  operation  are  fully  equipped  for  processing 
milk  by  the  “ High  Temperature  Short  Time  ” method,  and  have 
efficient  bottle  washing  and  filling  plants.  At  one  of  the  premises  a 
“ Federal  ” dairy  pasteurises  the  milk  for  retail  distribution  by  local 
societies  in  Eastleigh  and  Winchester. 

(3)  Milk  Sampling,  etc. 

Routine  sampling  of  various  milks,  clean  bottles,  detergents  and 
rinse  water  was  carried  out  as  under  during  the  year.  To  comply  with 
the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations,  1936-1948,  Pasteurised 
milk  and  Heat  Treated  milk  must  not  give  a reading  of  more  than  2.3 
Lovibond  blue  units  in  the  phosphatase  test,  and  must  not  decolourise 
methylene  blue  in  thirty  minutes  after  storage  in  the  laboratory  at 
atmospheric  shade  temperature  not  exceeding  65  degrees  F.  until 
between  9 a.m.  and  10  a.m.  on  the  day  following  that  on  which  the 
sample  was  collected.  Bacteriological  examination  of  samples  is 
carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Winchester,  and  chemical 
examination  is  carried  out'  at  the  County  Medical  Officer’s  Laboratory, 
Winchester. 

(a)  Pasteurised  Milk. 

During  the  year  61  samples  of  Pasteurised  milk  were  taken 
and  60  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  and  one  not  satisfactory.  The 
unsatisfactory  sample  complied  with  the  methylene  blue  test  but 
failed  to  comply  with  the  phosphatase  test.  The  Lovibond  blue  unit 
reading  in  this  case  was  four,  and  this  was  due  to  the  milk  being 
insufficiently  heated  owing  to  a blown  fuse  in  the  control  panel. 


(b)  Heat  Treated  Milk. 

As  in  previous  years,  samples  of  “ Heat  Treated  ” milk  were 
taken  at  the  request  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  “ Heat 
Treated  ” milk  differs  from  “ Pasteurised  ” milk  in  that,  although  it 
has  to  comply  with  the  same  standards  as  regards  the  phosphatase  and 
methylene  blue  tests,  the  processing  standard  may  be  slightly  less 
severe  than  in  the  case  of  “ Pasteurised  ” milk. 

Twenty-four  samples  of  this  milk  were  taken  and  all  were  found 
to  be  satisfactory. 

(c)  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk, 

A supply  of  this  milk,  from  the  County  Council’s  Farm  Institute, 
is  delivered  to  one  of  the  dairies  in  the  district.  Samples  of  this  milk 
are  taken  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  when  this  milk  arrives 
at  the  dairy  and  before  the  churns  are  opened  by  the  dairy  staff. 

Twelve  samples  of  this  milk  were  taken  and  all  were  found  to 
be  satisfactory. 

The  licence  for  the  production  of  this  milk  which  had  been 
suspended  by  the  Ministry  in  October,  1947,  was  renewed  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  and,  in  view  of  the  above  satisfactory  samples, 
the  renewal  was  justified. 

{d)  Bottle  Washing  and  Filling  Plants. 

Both  dairies  have  mechanical  bottle  washing  and  filling  machines 
in  which  the  bottles  are  loaded  at  one  end,  and,  after  undergoing 
cleansing  and  sterilising  treatment,  emerge  at  the  other  end  to  be 
automatically  filled  with  milk.  Bottles  to  be  tested  for  sterility  are 
taken  off  the  machine  before  they  are  filled  and  the  tops  covered  by 
pieces  of  sterile  paper  which  are  sealed  with  stout  rubber  bands.  The 
Public  Health  Laboratory  adopt  a standard  of  not  more  than  600 
colonies  per  pint  bottle  with  other  sizes  in  proportion.  Out  of  65 
such  bottles  taken,  only  one  failed  to  reach  this  standard,  and  this 
indicates  a very  high  standard  of  bottle  cleansing. 

Together  with  bottle  sampling,  routine  sampling  of  detergents 
and  rinse  waters  used  in  the  machines  was  also  carried  out  as,  unless 
these  liquids  are  satisfactory,  the  machines  do  not  give  good  results. 
Thirty  samples  of  detergent  and  thirt}^  samples  of  rinse  water  were  taken, 
and  the  results  showed  that  at  one  dairy  an  improvement  could  be 
effected.  A constant  feed  “ hypochlorinator  ” was,  therefore,  fitted 
to  the  hot  rinse  section  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  preliminary  results 
gave  promise  of  the  desired  improvement  being  obtained.  The  hot 
rinse  sections  in  both  machines  receive  chlorination,  and  to  ensure  that 
all  chlorine  is  washed  out  by  the  final  main  cold  water  rinse,  bottles 
are  tested  from  time  to  time  for  the  presence  of  chlorine.  Ten  bottles 
were  thus  tested,  but  free  chlorine  was  not  found  in  any  bottle. 
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(B.)  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

(1)  Slaughter-houses. 

Seven  private  slaughter-houses  were  again  licensed  at  the 
commencement  of  the  year,  but  in  six  of  these  slaughtering  is  still 
discontinued  under  the  Live  Stock  (Restrictions  on  Slaughtering) 
Order.  The  slaughter-house  allowed  to  continue  in  use  is  that  situated 
at  the  Bacon  Factory  of  Messrs.  Harris  (Eastleigh),  Ltd.,  a subsidiary 
of  Messrs.  Harris  (Caine),  Ltd.  The  premises  are  well  constructed  and 
are  very  efficiently  managed.  It  is  a tribute  to  the  management  that 
the  conditions  under  which  one  works  are  such  that  there  is  no  call 
for  criticism  and  the  spirit  of  co-operation  is  mutual.  No  major  im- 
provements were  made  during  the  year,  but  the  existing  hot  and  cold 
washing  facilities  in  the  slaughter-house  were  improved  by  the  pro- 
vision of  a hot  and  cold  mixing  apparatus  over  the  wash  basins  and 
a hygienic  drinking  fountain  was  installed  in  the  hanging  room.  Clean 
towels  and  soap  are  supplied  twice  daily  for  the  use  of  the  operatives. 

The  number  of  pigs  killed  increased  from  last  year's  low  total 
of  18,920  to  23,188,  the  main  increase  being  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
There  were  signs  that  the  increased  killings  would  continue,  although 
it  will  be  some  time  before  the  number  of  pigs  in  the  country  will 
reach  the  pre-war  figure.  Contained  in  a separate  room  adjacent  to 
the  slaughter-house  are  a fat  extraction  plant  and  a blood  drying 
plant,  and  no  complaints  were  received  in  respect  of  either  of  these 
offensive  trades.  All  condemned  carcases,  offal  and  blood  are  rendered 
innocuous  in  these  two  plants  on  the  premises.

(3)  Diseased  or  Unsound  Meat  and  Food. 

As  a result  of  the  above  inspections,  various  diseased  or  unsound 
conditions  were  discovered  as  detailed  in  the  following  tables.  The 
amount  of  tuberculosis  is  shown  in  Table  I and  the  other  diseased 
conditions  in  Table  IT.  Table  III  shows  the  number  of  carcases  and 
the  percentage  incidence  of  disease.  Table  IV  shows  the  amount  of 
meat  and  other  foods  surrendered  on  account  of  unsoundness.  This 
list  reveals  the  wide  variety  of  foodstuffs  examined  and  condemned  as 
unfit.  Four  hundred  and  ninety-nine  condemnation  certificates  were 
issued  during  the  year,  and  in  all  cases  where  the  food  was  not  subject 
to  the  disposal  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  it  was  collected 
and  disposed  of  by  the  Department.  All  condemned  food  suitable  for 
animal  feeding  is  disposed  of  through  the  Council's  Salvage  Scheme. 
Food  which  is  unsuitable  for  this  purpose  is  disposed  of  at  the  refuse 
tip,  and  every  precaution  is  taken  to  ensure  that  it  is  suitably  buried. 

Both  traders  and  the  public  seek  advice  regarding  suspected 
food,  and  during  the  year  185  such  requests  were  made  by  traders, 
whilst  complaints  from  the  public  numbered  14.  The  food  is  examined 
immediately,  and  there  was  no  necessity  to  institute  legal  proceedings 
in  respect  of  any  unsound  foodstuffs  sold  or  exposed  for  sale  within 
the  Borough.

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(c)  Ice-Cream. 

The  law  relating  to  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  ice-cream 
remained  substantially  the  same  throughout  the  year.  On  the  ist  May, 
1948,  the  Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations,  1947,  were 
amended  slightly  by  the  Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Amendment 
Regulations,  1948,  as  follows  : — 

(i)  In  view  of  the  continuing  difficulties  in  obtaining  cooling 
apparatus,  the  time  limit  for  obtaining  this  apparatus  was 
extended  until  ist  May,  1949.  Thus,  a manufacturer  who 
had  ordered  cooling  equipment,  but  had  not  yet  received 
same,  and  who  was  taking  all  practical  steps  to  comply  as 
far  as  possible  with  the  Regulations,  could  not  be  charged 
with  an  offence  under  this  requirement. 

{ii)  A drafting  amendment  was  also  made  in  two  sub-paragraphs 
relating  to  thermometers,  substituting  the  word  “ mixture  " 
for  the  word  “ ice-cream.” 

As  in  1947,  the  demand  for  ice-cream  during  the  year  was  high, 
and  there  is  no  doubt  that  in  some  cases  the  public  was  exploited  by 
the  sale  of  inferior  ice-cream  for  which  high  prices  were  charged.  The 
Council  were  concerned  with  this  and  other  aspects  of  the  ice-cream 
trade,  and  in  July  a comiprehensive  report  setting  out  the  regulations 
governing  the  standards  of  purity  and  quality  to  be  observed  in  the 
manufacture  of  ice-cream  was  considered  by  them.  In  September  the 
Council  agreed  that  representations  be  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Health 
with  regard  to  the  establishment  of  a standard  of  quality  to  be  observed 
in  the  manufacture  of  ice-cream.  In  October  the  Council  were  informed 
by  the  Ministry  of  Food  that  a proposal  for  a standard  composition  of 
ice-cream  was  at  present  being  examined  by  the  Ministry’s  Food 
Standards  Committee,  after  which  a recommendation  would  be  made 
to  the  Minister  with  regard  to  an  appropriate  interim  standard.  No 
such  interim  standard  was  made  during  the  year. 
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During  1948  three  persons  were  manufacturing  and  selling  their 
own  ice-cream  in  the  district.  Of  these,  two  were  manufacturing  with 
a “ complete  cold  mix,”  which  means  a product  which  is  capable  of 
manufacture  into  ice-cream  with  the  addition  of  water  only,  is  sent  out 
by  the  manufacturers  in  airtight  containers,  and  has  been  made  by 
evaporating  a liquid  mixture  which  has  already  been  submitted  to 
heat  treatment  comparable  with  that  prescribed  in  these  regulations. 
The  other  manufacturer  was  making  a boiled  mix  and  at  the  end  of 
the  year  had  on  order  a new  Heat  Treatment  plant  which  would 
comply  in  all  respects  with  the  Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.) 
Regulations,  1947  and  1948.

Note  : — Owing  to  the  numerous  factors  governing  the  hygienic 
quality  of  ice-cream  and  to  the  experimental  error  of  the  laboratory 
itself,  it  is  unwise  to  pay  too  much  attention  to  the  bacteriological 
results  on  any  given  sample.  Judgment  should  be  based  rather  on  a 
series  of  samples.  It  is  suggested  that  over  a six-monthly  period  50 
per  cent,  of  a vendor’s  .samples  should  fall  into  Grade  i,  80  per  cent, 
in  Grades  i or  2,  not  more  than  20  per  cent,  into  Grade  3,  and  none 
in  Grade  4. 
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It  is  further  suggested  that  if,  out  of  the  four  grades  recom- 
mended, ice-cream  consistently  fails  to  reach  Grades  i or  2,  it  would 
be  reasonable  to  regard  this  as  indicating  defects  of  manufacture  or 
of  handling  which  call  for  further  investigation. 

The  final  summary  shows  that  a consistent  improvement  in  all 
grades  was  achieved  during  the  year,  and  this  can  be  put  down  to  the 
effect  of  the  new  Regulations  and  to  the  stricter  compliance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938.  Still  more  power  is 
needed  to  eliminate  completely  the  bad  manufacturer,  and  there  is 
much  to  be  said  for  a system  of  annual  registrations. 

The  percentages  of  samples  falling  within  the  various  grades 
show  that  the  suggested  percentages  were  obtained  in  all  but  the 
Grade  4 group.  It  is  perhaps  too  optimistic  to  expect  no  sample  to 
be  Grade  4,  and  one  such  sample  was  obtained  from  an  Eastleigh 
manufacturer  whilst  six  were  obtained  from  ice-cream  manufactured 
outside  the  area.  Of  these  six  samples,  five  were  from  one  manufacturer. 
As  a result  of  representations  made  by  the  Department  to  the  neigh- 
bouring district,  the  manufacturer  visited  the  Dairy  Show  and  bought 
a new  plant,  which  will  be  installed  in  the  New  Year. 

(d)  Food  Poisoning. 

There  was  only  one  case  of  food  poisoning  notified  during  the 
year,  and  in  this  case  the  causitive  organism  was  presumed  to  have 
been  contained  in  a duck’s  egg  eaten  by  the  affected  person.  The 
case  was  not  fatal,  and  after  a short  stay  in  hospital  the  patient  was 
discharged. 
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SECTION  VI  . 


PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 
Smallpox  : Vaccination. 

No  case  of  Smallpox  occurred  in  the  Borough  in  1948. 

The  National  Health  Service  Act  abolished  compulsory  vaccina- 
tion. It  would  be  well  to  recall  that  this  line  of  action  was  taken  in 
the  expectation  that  the  public  would  adopt  the  same  enlightened 
attitude  to  vaccination  against  Smallpox  as  was  considered  to  be 
becoming  apparent  in  relation  to  immunisation  against  Diphtheria, 
and  that  in  no  way  was  there  intended  any  reflection  either  upon  the 
efficacy  or  the  continuing  need  for  vaccination.  With  the  abandonment 
of  compulsory  vaccination  the  office  of  Public  Vaccinator  became 
redundant  ; all  vaccinations  are  now  carried  out  by  general  medical 
practitioners. 

Measles. 

During  the  3’ear  two  distinct  outbreaks  of  Measles  occurred. 
The  smaller  one  of  43  cases  extended  over  a period  of  thirteen  weeks 
between  the  beginning  of  April  and  the  beginning  of  July. 

The  larger  outbreak  involving  some  403  children  started  at  the 
beginning  of  September  and  extended  through  to  1949.  The  maximum 
weekly  number  of  cases  notified  was  72  in  the  week  ending  30th 
October,  1948.  Up  to  this  stage  school  children  had  been  in  the 
majority,  but  after  the  peak  had  been  passed  pre-school  children 
rapidly  dominated  the  picture.  This  is  in  conformity  with  past 
experience  : Measles  is  propagated  in  the  schools  and  disseminated 
thence  to  the  younger  children  in  the  home. 

Of  a total  of  446  cases,  192  occurred  in  school  children  between 
the  ages  of  5 and  10,  and  240  in  children  under  5.  Not  only  did  more 
cases  occur  in  the  under  5’s  than  the  over  5’s,  but  236  of  them  were 
concentrated  in  the  four  years  between  i and  5,  an  average  of  59  for 
each  year  group  ; whereas  the  average  number  affected  in  each  year 
group  in  the  five  3^ears  5 to  10  was  38. 

Measles  is  a highly"  infectious  disease,  the  infectivity  of  which 
is  greatest  before  the  rash  appears.  Owing  to  this  feature  and  the 
absence  of  a suitable  immunising  agent,  it  is  not  amenable  to  organised 
control.  In  this  respect  it  resembles  the  comm.on  cold.  Similarly  such 
measures  of  control  as  are  practicable  depend  on  the  discretion  of  the 
individual.  Unfortunately  the  attitude  that  “ Measles  is  a childhood 
complaint  and  the  sooner  it  is  got  over  the  better  ” is  still  too  prevalent. 
It  is  a childhood  complaint,  but  the  longer  it  can  be  stalled  off  the 
better.  The  younger  the  child  the  greater  the  probability  of  a fatal 
issue  or  of  extensive  respiratory  damage  which  may  be  a permanent 
handicap. 

No  child  is  recorded  as  having  died  as  a result  of  Measles  during 
1948,  but  it  is  not  the  mortality  of  Measles  which  is  so  important  as 
the  subsequent  morbidity  which  has  its  origin  in  it. 
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The  higher  incidence  in  the  South  and  West  Wards  is  due  to 
the  concentration  of  young  children  in  the  prefabricated  and  new 
housing  estates,  with  greater  opportunities  for  intermingling. 

Whooping  Cough. 

The  total  number  of  cases  notified  in  1948  was  140,  comprising 
54  males  and  86  females.  Females  were  more  affected  at  all  age  levels, 
and  more  so  at  ages  under  5 than  among  over  5’s.  Such  disparity 
between  male  and  female  incidence  is  not  in  accord  with  general 
experience. 

Whooping  Cough  generally  tends  to  affect  children  in  the  earlier 
age  groups  : this  is  reflected  in  the  fact  that  61  per  cent,  of  the  notified 
cases  occurred  in  children  under  5.  Eleven  cases  occurred  in  children 
before  they  had  reached  their  first  birthday,  and  the  maximum  incidence 
fell  upon  children  between  i and  2. 

What  has  been  said  in  relation  to  the  mortality  and  morbidity 
of  Measles  applies  also  to  Whooping  Cough.  In  the  matter  of  pre- 
vention or  stalling  off  the  age  at  which  the  disease  is  contracted,  it 
is  again  important  to  lessen  the  risk.  If  the  same  circumspection 
were  exercised  regarding  the  exposure  of  a young  child  to  a person 
suffering  from  Measles  or  Whooping  Cough,  or  in  close  contact  with  a 
case  of  Measles  or  Whooping  Cough  as  used  to  be  evident  in  regard 
to  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria,  there  would  be  fewer  cases  in  the 
3^ounger  age  groups. 

An  amount  of  preventable  respiratory  disease  of  young  children 
is  undoubtedly  due  to  the  self-indulgence  permitted  to  persons  out  with 
the  immediate  family  circle.  To  ensure  that  they  obtain  the  baby’s 
attention  they  lean  over  it — and  breathe  germs  upon  it.  Alternatively,  ’ 
they  lift  the  baby,  talk  into  its  face,  kiss  it,  irrespective  of  whether  or 
not  they  have  a cold  or  cough.  Older  children  and  adults  naturally 
recoil  from  such  uninvited  propinquity  ; the  younger  child  must  rely 
on  its  mother. 

Immunisation  against  Whooping  Cough  has  been  performed  in 
a number  of  cases  by  medical  practitioners,  but  the  percentage  of 
children  so  immunised  must  be  small.  Its  efficacy  is  not  considered 
to  be  comparable  to  that  of  Diphtheria  immunisation,  but  that  does 
not  mean  that  it  is  of  no  value. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

The  15  cases — eight  male  and  seven  female — notified  during 
the  year  is  the  lowest  figure  on  record.  The  other  years  in  which  less 
than  20  cases  were  notified  are  : 1931,  19  ; 1925,  18  ; 1923,  17.  The 
maximum  number  of  notifications  were  received  in  1928,  when  141 
cases  were  recorded.  The  average  yearly  incidence  during  the  ten-year 
period  1938-47  was  42  ; the  average  yearly  incidence  during  the  preced- 
ing ten-year  period  1928-37  was  70. 
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The  decline  in  incidence  has  been  accompanied  by  a decline 
in  the  severity  of  the  illness,  such,  that  whereas  in  the  not  too  distant 
past  all  cases  were  hospitalised,  at  the  present  day  practically  all  cases 
are  treated  at  home.  The  last  death  from  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  in 
1934- 

Diphtheria. 

No  case  of  Diphtheria  has  come  to  my  notice  during  the  year, 
and  it  is  thus  the  second  consecutive  year  in  which  no  case  has  been 
recorded.  The  longest  period  of  freedom  from  this  disease  extended 
over  1942,  43  and  44  ; the  sequence  was  broken  by  the  two  cases  in 
1945  and  II  cases  in  1946.  The  last  death  due  to  Diphtheria  occurred 
in  1941. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

The  relevant  tables  show  (^4)  the  number  of  children  immunised 
and  given  reinforcing  injections  in  each  year  since  1942,  and  (B)  the 
overall  immunisation  state  of  children  in  the  Borough  who  fall  within 
the  age  groups  0-14  in  each  year  since  1943. 

While  the  efficacy  of  immunisation  is  now  generally  accepted, 
there  are  still  a number  of  waverers.  Where  there  is  not  an  unreasoning 
objection  usually  based  on  some  isolated  experience  the  argument  of 
the  ensuing  figures  for  England  and  Wales  should  prevail.

In  the  period 

1 18  cases  were  notified,  of  which  seven  died  ; in  the  period  1931-40 
there  were  113  cases,  of  v/hich  six  proved  fatal  ; while  in  the  eight 
years  1941-48,  some  26  cases  (of  which  13  occurred  in  1941  and  ii  in 
1946)  have  been  notified  and  of  these  one  died. 

The  National  Health  Service  Act  made  the  Local  Health 
Authorities  the  responsible  authority  for  the  immunisation  of  all 
persons  vice  District  Councils  in  respect  of  school  children.  The 
relevant  section  of  the  Act  imposed  upon  the  Local  Health  Authority 
the  obligation  to  give  every  medical  practitioner  providing  general 
medical  services  in  their  area  an  opportunit}^  to  provide  services  under 
this  section,  viz..  Diphtheria  immunisation  and  vaccination.

Consequently,  under  existing  arrangements  a number  of  the 
pre-school  children  are  immunised  at  Child  Welfare  Clinics  or  Special 
Immunisation  Clinics  by  the  medical  staff  of  the  County  Council,  while 
the  remainder  of  the  pre-school  children  are  immunised  at  the  surgery 
or  at  their  homes  by  the  medical  practitioner  of  their  parents’  choice  : 
school  children  are  immunised  or  given  reinforcing  doses  at  school  by 
medical  practitioners  undertaking  this  work  on  a sessional  basis.  The 
antigen  used  in  clinics,  schools  and  surgeries  is  A.P.T.  and  T.A.F., 
mainly  A.P.T.  In  addition  to  these,  a number  of  children  are  given  a 
combined  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  antigen  by  their  own 
doctors. 

While  Table  (B)  shows  an  advance  in  the  figures  for  1948, 
despite  an  increase  in  the  estimated  child  population  of  356,  and  the 
persistence  of  a trend  in  the  right  direction,  there  is  patently  room  for 
continued  improvement.

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Erysipelas. 

Eleven  cases  were  notified  during  1948,  none  of  which  required 
hospitalisation.  This  represents  an  incidence  of  0.359  cases  per  1,000, 
as  compared  with  0.197  cases  per  1,000  for  England  and  Wales  as  a 
whole. 

Of  the  II  cases,  10  were  females,  8 of  whom  were  married  women 
over  40. 

During  the  lo-year  period  1938-47,  93  cases,  40  male  and  53 
female,  were  notified,  an  average  yearly  incidence  of  9.3  cases.  Six 
of  the  notifications  were  in  respect  of  persons  who  had  previously 
been  notified.  The  male  : female  rate  of  cases  during  1938-47  was 
I : 1.32,  which  is  not  at  variance  with  national  figures. 

The  higher  incidence  in  1948  in  females  is  thus  casual,  but  the 
preponderance  in  married  women  over  40  affected,  suggested  by  this 
year’s  figures,  is  confirmed  by  the  figures  over  the  lo-year  period. 
Of  the  53  cases  in  females,  36  (68  per  cent.)  occurred  in  married  women 
over  40.  The  remainder  were  fairly  evenly  distributed,  six  each  in 
married  and  single  women  under  40,  and  five  in  single  women  over  40. 

In  the  absence  of  knowledge  of  the  relative  numbers  of  married 
and  single  women  over  40,  it  is  not  possible  to  assess  whether  the 
incidence  in  women  over  40  is  actually  affected  by  the  conjugal  state. 

Pneumonia. 

Notifications  were  received  in  six  instances. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

During  1948  there  were  three  cases,  which  is  one  more  than  last 
year  and  one  less  than  the  average  yearly  incidence  of  four  during  the 
10  years  from  1938-47. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

Four  cases  were  notified.  This  is  the  same  number  as  in  1946 
and  1947,  and  corresponds  with  the  average  of  4.2  per  year  over  the 
lo-year  period  1938-47. 

Dysentery. 

All  but  two  of  the  17  cases  notified  occurred  in  an  outbreak 
localised  to  the  Polish  Families’  Camp  at  Hiltingbury.  Investigations 
showed  that  two  women  employed  in  the  kitchen  were  carrying  Shigella 
dysenteriae. 

Cleansing  and  Disinfection  of  Verminous  Persons. 

No  public  facilities  exist  in  the  Borough  for  the  cleansing  of 
verminous  persons.  Verminous  clothes,  bedding,  etc.,  are  disinfested 
with  an  insecticide  or  steam  disinfested  at  the  Isolation  Hospital. 
During  1948  it  was  found  necessary  to  steam  disinfest  verminous 
bedding  on  two  occasions  only. 
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Houses  and  rooms  are  distinfected  after  cases  of  infectious 
disease  with  fumigators.  The  number  of  rooms  disinfected  during  the 


year  were  as  follows  : —

Infectious  clothes  or  bedding  was  steam  disinfected  at  the 
Isolation  Hospital  on  ii  occasions. 

Tuberculosis  : Mass  Radiography. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  centred'  on  Portsmouth  revisited 
Eastleigh  in  December,  1948.  It  was  again  accommodated  in  the  First 
Aid  Post,  Leigh  Road.  Special  sessions  were  held  for  individual  indus- 
trial premises,  school  children  and  adults  of  either  sex.  No  detailed 
figures  have  as  yet  been  made  available,  but  it  is  understood  that  the 
number  of  new  cases  picked  up  was,  as  expected,  considerably  less  than 
on  the  occasion  of  their  previous  visit.
